“From January 1, 189%, to September 30, 
1896, standard dollars have been coined at 
the mints of the United States to the 
amount of $13,912,512. Since November 1, 
1893, the date of the repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause of the so-called Sherman 
act, standard silver dollars have been 
coined in the United States mints to the 
amount of $17,869,491, or more than twice 
as much as was coined during the whole 
period of uur history prior to 1878. 

“The coinage of standard silver dollars 
is going on every day at our mints, and 
during the last month it amounted to §$2,- 
00,000. About the same amount will ae 

e 


seigniorage, or gain, which das been added 
to the circulation on account of the coinage 
since November 1, 1893, is about 35,700, 000, 
and the seigniorage or gain in the coinage 
of last month was about $900,000. 

“The coinage is being done under author- 
ity conferred upon the Secretary of the 
Treasury by the third section of the act of | 
July 14, 1890, which provides: 

That the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
each month coin 2,000,000 ounces of the stil- 
ver bullion purchased under the provisions 
of this act into standard silver dollars until | 
the first day of July, 1891, and after that | 
time he suall coin of the silver bullion pur- 
chased under the provisions of this act:

GIANT LOCOMOTIVE. 


A Colorado Engine Capable of Making 
Seventy-Five Miles an Hour. 


DENVER, Colo., Oct. 5.—At 8 o’clock this 
morning the largest locomotive ever op- 
erated in the West, and one of the largest 
in the United States, pulled out from the 
Union Depot here for Pueblo, on its trial 
run, The train consists of forty-five cars 
and is about 1,800 feet long. Taking into 
consideration the heavy grades from this 
city to Palmer Lake, this is a remarkable 
heavy train for a single locomotive. 

The new engine is of such huge propor- 
tions that the largess” locomotives operated 
by the roads runn:rig into Denver are insig- 
nificant in comparison. The weight of the

THE POWER OF A MEDIUM. 


The Bride Died Forty Years Ago, but 
Appeared in Spirit Form and 
the Ceremony Was Performed. 


CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 5.— Charles Thorpe, 
aged 65, a wealthy gentleman of Birming- 
ham, England, has been married to the 
sweetheart of his youth, who had been sep- 
arated from him by death for over 40 years.

Slosson and wife of this city, who were in- 
vited there by a spiritualistic medium, who 
claims she is gifted with the power of ma- 
terializing spirits. 
In speaking of the occurrence, the doctor 
and Mrs. Slosson said that it was the most 
remarkable demonstration they had ever 
witnessed. They also said they were fully 
convinced that no fraud or deception had 
been practiced. While the medium was 
visiting the large cities of the country pro- 
pounding the doctrines of spiritualism and 
giving exhibitions of spiritualistic manifes- 
tations she met Mr. Thorpe at Omaha.

Negro Adjutant and Two Mulattos 
Killed While Trying to Save a 
| Rebel Chief. 


| NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—A special to the 
Herald from Havana, Cuba, says: 

It is reported that the rebel Lieutenant- 
Colonel Lino Mirabal, formerly a bandit, 
after being seriously wounded at the late 
fight on the road from Havana to San Jose 
de las Lajas, was shamefully abandoned 
by the young Havana recruits compos- 
ing his command. 

A negro Adjutant and two mulattoes 


alone remained and lost their lives while 
attempting to bear their wounded chief 
from the field from under a rain of bul- 
lets. When finally captured Mirabal begged 
to be allowed to speak with the Spanish 
guerilla Captain, but the latter, refusing 
to hear him, ordered the prisoner to be 
dispatcned at once. 

Antonio Maceo is reported to have used 
artillery in his recent attack upon the 
Spanish positions at San Felipe and Pinar 
del Rio. 

Capt. Saco of the Government batallion 
at San Quintin, wounded in that engage- 
ment, has since died. Maceo’s forces out- 
numbered the loyal troops four to one. 
He commanded in person, surprised the 
Spanish camp at night during a terrible 
— and besieged it for eighteen 

ours. 

The Commande finally evacuated it and 
cut his way out, retreating toward the 
coast, to telegraph Capt.-Gen. Weyler at 
Havana that another victory had been won. 

Trustworthy unofficial reports of the en- 
gagement give the Spanish losges as fifty- 
nine killed and sixty-four wounded. The 
rebel loss was seventeen killed and twenty- 
three wounded. 

The rebels who raided and burned the 
town of Las Canas, near the trocha, last 
week, are reported to have been led by a 
Cuban boy, 17 years old, a son of Gen. 
Carillo of Remedios. 

Traffic has again been resumed over the 
Western Railway. Trains are now running 
through from Artemisa, on the trocha, to 
Pinar del Rio City.

“If any person, by menaces, threats or force, or by any other unlawful 
means, either directly or indirectly attempt to influence any qualified 
voter in giving his vote, or to deter him from giving the same, or disturb or 
hinder him in the free exercise of his right of suffrage, at any election held 
under the constitution or laws of this State, the person so offending shall, on 
conviction thereof, be adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

The penalty for a misdemeanor is fine or imprisonment, or both, The Mis- 
souri Corrupt Practices act (sec, 4, page 159, Session Act of 1893,) is also explicit: 

Every person who shall directly or indirectly, by himself, or any other person 
on his behalf, make use of or threaten to make use of any force, violence or 
restraint, or inflict‘or threaten to inflict, by himself or by any other person, 
any temporal or spiritual injury, damage, harm or loss upon or against any 
person, in order to induce or compel such person to vote or refrain from voting 
at any election, or who shall by abduction, duress or any fraudulent device or 
contrivance, impede or prevent the free,exefcise of the franchise of any elector, 
or shall thereby compel, induce or prevail upon any elector, either to give or re- 
frain from giving his vote at any election, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by imprisonment in the county 
jail not less than one month and not more than one year. 

Every honest workingman upon whom coercion is attempted Should assert 
his manhood right. If he cannot vote in accordance with his own convictions 
and his own idea of his own interests, he is already practically à slave and it 
will not be long before he is reduced to à condition of virtual slavery.

WHY KEANE RESIGNED. 


The Pope Believes in the Doctrine of 
Rotation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 6.—Bishop 
Keane has made a statement of the cir- 
cumstances under which he withdrew from 
the rectorship of the Catholic University of 
America, located here. He received a letter 
from the Pope on Sept. 28, reminding him 
that it was customary for rotation in office 
to be practiced in Catholic universities.

Claims That Bon-Bons and Firecrack-

If ex-Congressman George W. Allen make. 
good his defense in a suit now pending in 
Judge Fiitcraft’s division of the Circuit 
Court, married women will find difficulty 
in purchasing confections, jewelry or any- 
thing else not strictly necessities, on their 
husbands’ credit. 

The suit is on an account for borrowed 
money, candies and knick-nacks bought by 
Mrs. George W. Allen from Henry Maillard, 
a famous New York manufacturer of choco- 
lates and bon bons. It was brought up 
momentarily in Judge Flitcraft’s court Mon- 


day by the filing of depositions in behalf of 
Maillard. The suit originated in Justice 
F. A. Cline’s court on May 15, and is for 
$20.90. Mr. Allen took an appeal to the 
Circult Court from Judge Cline’s decision, 
Mrs. Allen always was a bit ‘eccentric. 
Some time ago she built the magnificent 
mansion on the northwest corner of Grand 
avenue and Washington boulevard at a 
cost of $50,000, After it was finished, but 
before it was occupied, a fortune-teller told 
Mrs. Allen she would die in that house, 
The mansion remained vacant until a pur- 
chaser was found for it about six months 


ago. 

The fttemized bill filed by Maillard as part 
of his petition is, therefore, not as odd as it 
might othorwise appear. he candies were 
bought and the money borrowed by Mrs. 
Allen while she was in New York, duri 
the fall and summer of last year.

The 
deposition filed Monday was in response to 
this. It was made last Thursday in New 
York by J. T. Hogan, manager for Maillard. 
It states that if any such notice had been 
received by Maillard the deponent would 
have known of it and that no notice was 
received. 

Further, Hogan testified that on one oc- 
casion Mrs. Allen borrowed $1 at the store 
and on Sept. 25, 1895, asked for $25 more, as 
she needed it to get home. The money was 
loaned her. The deposition concludes by 
stating that Mrs, Allen represented at the 
store that she was stopping at the Park 
Avenue Hotel, which was patronized only 
by fashionable and wealthy persons, and 
also that she was always richly dresse 
and seemed a pérfect lady. 2 

The result of the suit will be watched 
with considerable interest, because it will 
probably establish what constitute neces- 
saries for married women. In such cases 
the court takes into consideration the cir- 
cumstances of the person and it may be that 
Judge Flitcraft will decide that chocolates 
and bon-bons are as much necessities for 
wealthy and fashionable married women as 
are bread and meat and wearing apparel 
for their least fortunate sisters, since they 
have always been accustomed to such luxu- 


ries.
